Buda Pest, Hungary, Aug. 24.—A four 
story building used by a fancy goods firm 
and as residential flats burned to night 
Many persons were killed, but the number 
has not yet been ascertained. Nine per­ 
sons were killed, eight m ortally and two 
seriously injured by jumping into sheets 
of canvass held by firemen. 


It Is now stated th at between forty and 
fifty persons were burned to death. Police 
announce th at by jum ping from windows 
thirteen persons were killed and sixteen 
Injured, nine seriously. Loss is estimated 
at $2,000,000. 


Vienna, Aug. 24.—According to a dis­ 
patch received here 120 persons perished in 
the fire.at Buda Pest.

FOUGHT A DRAW. 


K ansas City, Aug. 24.—Johnny Regan, of 
Brooklyn, and Tommy Felts, ofS t. Louis, 
fouhgt a twenty-round draw here 
to 
night. 
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Sofia, Aug, 24.—Turks are reported to 
have massacred all women and children 
in twenty-two villages in the districts of 
Fiorina and Monastir and to have after­ 
ward burned the villages. They also are 
alleged to have killed a number of prison­ 


ers, The streets of Krushevo are said to 
be strewn with dead and survivors are 
afraid to bury the bodies, fearing to incur 
the suspicion of Turks. 
Following pro­ 
clamation of the revolution throughout 
the vilayet of Adrlanople insurgents cut 
all telegraph lines connecting the city of 
Adrianopolis with the eastern parts of the 
vilayet. 


Reports from Monastir, authenticated by 
Russian and Austrian consuls, give hor­ 
rifying details of m assacres and atrocities 
at the village of Armensko. 
Turks de­ 
stroyed 150 houses out of a total of 157 and 
massacred every man, woman and child. 
The women were subjected to the most 
terrible atrocities by soldiers. Eight revo­ 
lutionists captured a t Krushevo who were 
sent in the direction of M onastir in chains 
were slaughtered by guards. The sanitary 
conditions at Krushevo are described as 
revolting. Dead are lying in the streets, 
stripped of every garment. 


With rumors of massacres and the mur­ 
der of prisoners In Monastir, now authen­ 
ticated, the general situation is consid­ 
ered here as fast becoming intolerable. 
Official and diplomatic circles alike are 
concerned, having every occasion to fear 
that only part of the horrors have come to 
light. 
While many reports remain with­ 
out confirmation, sufficient authentic de­ 
tails are forthcoming to cause the authori­ 
ties the gravest anxiety. 
According to 
a Sofia paper Turks committed unspeak­ 
able artocities a t Krushevo. The mutil- 
a.ted corpses of ninety women and child­ 
ren were found In one building. Pieces of 
bodies had been thrown into the street. 
Fifteen of the principal m erchants In the 
town were killed and their heads put on 
poles. Buildings were demolished, houses 
sacked and the town is now a heap of 
ashes. 
The populace fled to the hills, 
where they are In a serious condition. 
The paper also asserts a general massacre 
has taken place in the whole vilayet of 
Monastir. 
Nearly all vilages have been 
destroyed. 
The treacherous murder of 
eighty insurgent prisoners by their guards 
near M onastir has made an especially bad 
impression here. Many rum ors are current 
of m assacres in the city of Adrianople, 
but confirmation is lacking. 


A traveler who arrived this evening 
from Adrlanople states th at a m assacre of 
Christians occurred there Sunday morn­ 
ing. One person says the guns in one of 
the forts opened fire on one of the in­ 
surgent bands which held one of the posts 
and they fell Upon the Christians. 


Salónica, Turkey, Sunday, Aug. 23.—An 
insurgent movement is afoot in the vilayet 
of Salónica. Well informed persons here 
shae in the general disquietude. 
Large 
bands are .reported to have organized by 
I the Bulgarians, who, it is expected, at a 
given signal may resort to general incen­ 
diarism. 
The Turkish poulatlon is re 
solved to exterm inate ail Bulgarians in 
this vicinity shoudl they break out. 


ANARCHY REIGNS. 


Anarchy exists a t Loseiyjrad. Fighting 
is proceeding everywhere in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Insurgent 
bands have 
occupied 
strategic points around 
Malkoterbevo. 
Eight villages north of Losengrad were 
burned by Bashi Bazouks, white insur­ 
gents attacked two Turkish points in that 
vicinity and killed the entire garrisons of 
sixty soldiers. 
At Almogic sixty insur­ 
gents engaged In fighting with 300 Bashi 
Bazouks. 
The result is not yet ascer­ 
tained. 
The town of Bunar H Issar has 
been 'burned and part of the Bulgarian 
population massacred. 
The rest of the 
Bulgarians fled to the mountains. 


A fter Burgas M ajura after eighteen 
hours fighting the garrison was killedf by 
rebels, who also 'destroyed the garrisons 
of Silklihor and Kalovo. 
At Caracunvo 
insurgents killed fifty-seven Turks, while 
fifteen Turks were kileld a t KurkolibI 
Macedonian leaders adm it the insurrection 
in M onastir is practically a t an end and 
appear to pin their hopes on transfer of 
active, operations to territory near the 
Bulgarian frontier. 


Constantinople, Aug. 34.—According to 
Turkish advices when insurgents captured 
Vasiiiko, In the eastern part of the vilayet 
of Adrianople, they killed the garrison, 
consisting of ilfteen soldiers, and about 
one hundred Inhabitants^ Insurgents are 
now threatening Midia, sixty miles north­ 
west rof Constantinople, on the Black* sea,* 
and aré reported also to be attacking the 
Im portant town of Kirk-Killoseh, thirty- 
two miles from Adrianopole.

The w ar min­ 
ister has signed contracts with Krupp and 
M auser for 200 field guns, 200,000 rifles 
and 100,000,000 cartridges at a cost of $12,-

CATTLE FEEDERS 


I nip roved Prospect for Corn has 
Increased the Demand 
for Stock. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 24.—The im­ 
proved prospect for a corn crop in Mis­ 
souri, Iowa, Illinois and Indiana has con­ 
strained the cattle feeders of those states 
to strike out in search of feeding cattle. 
More of them have been on this market 
the past week than during any week of 
the season and while a few 'w ent away 
disappointed the majority secured* the sup­ 
plies they sought. The increased demand 
has caused the cattle growers 
of 
the 
southwest to let loose larger supplies and 
a big trade In thin cattle has been the re­ 
sult. 
Until the past week or ten days 
there has been a scarcity of high grade 
feeding cattle, the owners holding them 
back for a better" market. Southwestern 
cattlemen believed there would be a very 
short corn crop and that in consequence 
cattle prices would Improve. There Is a 
conviction now that the corn crop will be 
not so bad, after all, and that corn for 
feeding 
will 
be 
Compiiratlvely 
cheap. 
Many loads of high grade feeders have 
been on the market the past wreek and 
have been quickly taken by the eastern 
feeders at satisfactory prices. Good feed­ 
ers weighing 1,000 to 1.100 pounds have 
been selling at 13.50 to $4 and prime high 
grade ones at $4 to $1.30 per hundred. 
These prices are sufficient to induce the 
southwestern stockmen to send forward 
their stock and insure a good supply for 
the next few weeks.

TRIAL OF ALLEGED RING­ 
LEADER BEGUN. 


PORTO RICAN LEPERS 


A Denial of Their Unsanitary 
Condition Made by Director 
of Charities. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Aug. 24.—D. II 
Osterhout, director of charities of San 
Juan, Porto Rico, who is visiting in this 
city* makes emphatic denial of newspaper 
reports that because of the alleged un­ 
sanitary condition of the leper colony at 
New San Juan the whole island of Porto 
Rico is threatened with the contagion. 
Osterhout says that there are twenty 
lepers in the colony and that the possi­ 
bility of any contact with the outer world 
is impracticable. 
He says the lepers are 
“well housed, well cared for, well fed, well 
clothed and as contented as people in their 
unfortunate condition could possibly be. 
The charges made in the reports are ab­ 
solutely false. 
The lepers are.given no 
money and all employes' cheeks, are cash­ 
ed only at the San Juan bank."

IMPORTS INCREASING. 


During the fiscal year just closed 
the manufacturers of 
the 
United 
States imported nearly $500,000,000 
worth of materials for use in manu­ 
facturing. Materials for use in maiiu- 
fai;iuring thus formed nearly one- 
half of the total imports 
of 
the 
Ur.ited States last year. In a table 
just completed the department 
of 
eonnnerce and labor shows, through 
its bureau of statistics, that the total 
valne of manufacturers’ materials 
ii.'i]Jorted in the fiscal year was $489,- 
47i,G()7, and that this formed 47.73 
per cent of the total imports. 
In 
the preceding year the 
tdtal 
was 
$415,000,000 and formed 46.14 per 
cent of the whole. In 1898 the total 
was 
$247,000,000 
and it formed 
42.07 per cent of the whole. 


Going back to earlier dates, it ma^’ 
be said that the manufacturers’ ma­ 
terials imported aggregated in value, 
in 18t.50, .$Pc;.000,000; in 18i^>0, $9.000,- 
, 000; in 1850, $48,000,000; in 1870, 
$120,000,000; in 1880, $233,000,000; in 
1890, $233,000,000; in 1900, $380,000,- 
000. 
In 1830, manufacturers’ ma­ 
terials formed oidy 15 per .cent of 
the total imports, while now they 
constitute nearly 48 per cent. 


The increase in the importation of 
manufacturers’ inaterials in the la st 
year was very large. 
In raw ma- 
terals, in which the increase 
was 
practically $50,000,000, the principal 
increase was in raw silk, India rubber, 


w ík jI, chemicals, fibers, tin and cop­ 
per. In partially manufactured m a­ 
terials iron and steel were the pr-in-^ 
cipal factors of increase, the total 
importations of iron and steel having 
been the largest in many yearfe and 
a very large proportion havinfir been 
material for use in m anufacturing.

CUPtO AND STRIKES.

Cupld’M right bower. Mayor Knotta of 
Hammond« Ind., haii again championed 
the cause of matrimonjr. 
Jtecbelors, 
^»aya the mayor, are a detriment to a 
con^^oiunity, while married men are val- 
mblo aaaets. In an appeal juat issued 
he asked the merchants dund manufac­ 
turers of the city to employ married 
men only. Mayor Knott» declares that 
single men are the chief foraenters of 
labor troubles; that they are reckless, 
and as a rule do a town more harm 
than good. 


Mayor Knotts a year ago offered to 
marry free all couples residing in Ham­ 
mond and to give them moral and 
other support in establishing their 
homes. 


In his letter Mayor Knotts argued 
that during the years of labor trouble 
in Hammond it had t>een notorious that 
the single men were the first to start 
trouble and to talk strike. 
Married 
men, he declared, are more patient and 
long suffering and less likely to go out 
on unjustified strikes. 


The mayor states that single men do 
not make as good cltlssens. He declares 
they are reckless. Inclined to wasteful­ 
ness and spending; that they come into 
a town when a new enterprise is start­ 
ed, and usually, after a sliort and reck­ 
less career, depart for some other town, 
having done the tow'n no good and 
leaving only unpaid bills and friends 
around the saloons. 


The mayor closes his letter with an 
appeal to the manufacturers and mer­ 
chants to call a meeting,and take steps 
looking to the employment of married 
.men only In their factories and stores. 


This, he dtHilares, will end the labor 
troubles of the town and raise the 
standard of citizenship, give stability 
of purpose to the town itself and do a 
lasting good. 
Married men, he con­ 
cludes, 
become permanent citizens, 
working for tlie good of the com­ 
munity. He argues tliat the manufac­ 
turers, having received great benefits 
from tlie tow^n of Hammond, should 
rc*cIprocate by emp!oyIng the married 
men and giving them preference at all 
times. 


NEW CAR WHEEL. 


Invention of Sontli Dakota Man Said 
to Be Valnable. 


C. W. Hawkins, a former resident of 
Great Falls, Mont., but who is now at 
work on the Sioux Falls (S. D.) divi­ 
sion of the G reat. Northern railroad, 
with headquarters at Garretson, Min­ 
nehaha county, has been awarded a 
patent on an Invention w^hlch. It is 
said, promises to make him a million­ 
aire, says the Chicago Recoril-Uerald. 
The product of his genius Is termed a 
ball bearing antifriction car wheel. Its 
practicability is soon to be tested by 
several eastern railroads as well as the 
Great Nortlierii. The car wheel does 
not differ materially in appearance 
from an oidinaiy wheel and Is so con­ 
structed that it may be made Inde­ 
pendent of the journal and run on the 
ball bearing attachment if occaFion de­ 
mands. 


In the event of a hot Journal, often 
the cause of disastrous wrecks, by the 
application of a wedge the journal may 
be made to remain stationary, and the 
wheel will run on the ball bearings, 
which are constructed of highly hard­ 
ened steel and are oiled automatically. 
This arrangement also permits the out­ 
side %vheel to run faster in traversing 
a curve than the inside wheel without 
slipping, thus reducing the possibility 
of friction to the minimum and doing 
away with the wear, which makes it 
imperative that the steel on sharp 
curves must l)e replaced at frequent in­ 
tervals to avoid derailments and result­ 
ing disasters to rolling stock and possi­ 
ble loss of life. 


It is also claimed for the new wheel 
that it will reduce the draft of trains 
fully 25 per cent and that it can be 
manufactured and maintained at a 
small added cost over the price of the 
wheels at present in use.

The untiuallfled approval the people are 
giving the new game law is extremely 
gratifying to the commissioners and all 
who had anything to do with Its passage, 
and especially to the sportsmen of the 
stale wiio are personally Interested in 
game - protection. 
The hunter.s’ licen.se 
featurej* which met with such strong op­ 
position in the legislature and which cer­ 
tain Vepresenta lives .‘iaid would seriously 
injur^i them with their farm er friends, is, 
if anything, the most popular .section In 
the law and the farm ers and their boys 
are taking out more licenses than any 
other class. 
In all my rounds 
of 
ten 
counties just visited I did not hear one 
.‘nngle “kick” by farmers. 


TW ELVE THOUSAND ISSUED. 
During the month of July, which was the 
lir.st month of the new law, and also the 
closed season, twelve thousand resident 
hunter.s’ licenses were l.ssued in the state, 
and August wjll .show fully that number 
iifiiiin. The first two weeks of August the 
Cook county clerk alone issued three 
thousand. Yesterday at Belleville I exam­ 
ined the clerk’s records and eight hun­ 
dred resident and thirty-tw o non-re.sident 
licenses have been issued by that one 
office and there'are a dozen other clerks 
in St. Clair county yet to hear from. 


I believe the game protection fund, 
with the re.sident and non-resident Jieense, 
half of all fines for violation of the law 
and confiscated game, will be fully up to 
our expectations and sufficient to meet 
all the requirements of the game dep|irt- 
ment and enable us to make It worth 
while for good clean men to take the dep­ 
uty warden positions and thereby make 
the law effective, 


ORGANIZATION IS PERFECTED. 


Our organization of the state for game 
protection work is now pcrfectcd and it 
is the best in the United States. 
State 
Game Commissioner Lovejoy Is the head 
and he has ten game wardens immediately 
under him. Each of these game wardens 
has a certain number of counties under 
his supervision and each county has a 
ih'inity game wardeii reporting to and get­ 
ting his instructions from the game war­ 
den over his district. 
Under this new 
law the remuneration for the deputy or 
county warden will pay good, active men 
nic-eJy for .six to nine months of the year. 


This fund, ,as .vou know, does not come 
out of an, appropriation, nor does it ta.K all 
ihf pcojde. Onl.v those who hunt and get 
the benefit of game protection are re- 
ouired to pay the small sum of one dollar 
and ten cents a year and It is the eom- 
mlsijioner’s intention to cir- 
* ■ ( very 
cent of it back to the people of this; .state 
and not keep one dollar in the treasury 
at the end of the year. 


M A N Y QIIAil.S AND SQUIRRELS. 
I found a great man.v «luails and squir­ 
rels in Randolph, Mt»nroe and St. Clair 
counties. The wheat crop in these coun­ 
ties was a failure and the corn is p«*or, 
probably le.ss than half a crop. 
In Shel­ 
by, Macoupin and Macon counties there 
are enough prairie chickens for “seed,” 
and 1 have good men watching them. 
If 
all goes well with them for four years 
there will be enough for fair sport and 
home consumption in these counties.

Invention In Telesrapliy 1>t 
cairo Electrician. 


A Chicago electrician named G. S. 
Piggott declares that he has invented 
a new system of wireless telegraphy 
which is simpler than those now in use. 
“The new Bystem,” says the Milwaukee 
Sentinel, “should it prove commercially 
practicable, has, it is claimed, many 
advantages over tlie style used by Mar­ 
coni in bis invention. Blrst, there is no 
pole at either receiving or sending sta­ 
tion, and although In recent tests the 
receiver was exposed on the deck of the 
vessel the transmitter was in the room 
of a house, and, according to the in­ 
ventor, the receiver would have re- 
spondcHl to every message even if it 
were carried in a pocket. An Intensi­ 
fier makes the poles imnecessary. To 
prevent the interference of foreign cur­ 
rents each instrument Is to resi>ond 
only to a current of a certain nii>Idity 
of alternation. This, says the inventor, 
may be done so accurately that no.in­ 
terference of any klntl is possible, no 
matter through Avhat medium the vi­ 
brations of the current must pass in 
their journey from one instrument to 
another, A siHicial code of telegrapiiy 
is used bj»^ Mr. IMggott, called the dou­ 
ble dot code, in which dots are used 
instead of the dots and dashes of the 
Morse system.” 


The invention is described thus: 
“Instead of employing a tapper and a 
sounder on my receiver I use a ‘tapper 
sounder,* one instrument which does 
the work of two and takes up less 
space. I also employ an intensifier of 
my own construction, which makes the 
station poles unnecessary. 
Thls^ sys­ 
tem, wbich 1 call *space telegraphy,’ is 
timed to a certain rapidity of alterna­ 
tion, and If outside vibrations of differ­ 
ent *tlme* Intervene they will not affect 
the workings of my instrument. 
The 
current has approximately 26,000 al­ 
ternations per second, and all other vi­ 
brations of lesser or greater alternating 
rapidity w ill not be recorded on my re­ 
ceiver. My transmitter Is what Is com­ 
monly called an alternating current, 
static, electric generator, mechanically 
operated. 
This is a mechanical con­ 
trivance whleb gets Its current from 
the ether, and therefore I do not use a 
spark coil.**

Prlaceton Sttfdeat Telia of Their 
JBxpevIeacea «a Uarveatera. 


A few “hard luck” stories have drlft- 
cd^ast from, the harvest fields of Kan- 
saUb where college men have shown 
“the mettle of their pasture” in -help­ 
ing to. gather one of the greatest wheat 
crops ever grown in the “Jayhawker 
State,” says the New York World. 


Quite a different story is that of W. 
J. Simpson, a »‘rinceton student of New 
York, who in a letter written from 
S t Ix)tiis says the men who came from 
the east in response to the call for har­ 
vesters had no difficulty in obtaining 
employment, but that only a few of 
them were able* to hold out under the 
fierce heat of the sun in the harvest 
fields and the long hours of work. For 
instance, out of thirty-two easterners 
who were sent to Ness county only ten 
stuck, but of these ten six were col­ 
lege men. 
* 


Mr. Simpson also bears cheerful and 
convincing testimony to the hearty wel 
come accorded the men by the farm­ 
ers and the generous treatment given 
in many cases. One man who worked 
only two hours and was overcome by 
the heat was cared for by his employer 
.four days and then returned to work, 
and when the wheat was cut the farm­ 
er paid him for the full time he bad 
been with lilm, making no deduction 
,for the four days. The men In . many 
cases were compelled to sleep In the 
granary or in the barn, but this was 
because it was impossible to provide 
other accommodations. They also rose 
at 4 or ,4:30 o’clock and, with time for 
^reakfast, which always included pie, 
Worked until 11:30. Then followed din-: 
ner and a two hour rest and work un~ 
til 8 o'clock. 
Of men who failed to 
“make good” In the harvest field many 
were given lighter work at reasonably 
good wages.

Cicero Davis Miller was born in Jack­ 
sonville July 29, 1832, and departed this 
life Friday afternoon at 4 o’clock in this 
city at Opr Savior’s hospital, aged 71 years 
and 24 days. . Mr. Miller’s sudden death 
suri>rised and shocked 
his 
many 
old 
friends and associates. Only a few days 
prior to his departure be was upon the 
streets conversing with his friends in his 
usual good health and spirits. 


(Jicero, or “Kit” isdiller, as he was more 
familiarly known among his old friends in 
Jacksonville, having been called by that 
name by .his schoolmates In the early 40s 
while attending school taught by Joel 
Headington in the basement of the old 
Christian church on North Main street 
where now stands the Turn Verein hall. 
The name "Kit,” like any other good or 
pet name, will continue long after the 
death of the owner. Mr. Miller began his 
business career as a young man by, clerk­ 
ing in the large dry goods house or störe 
of Messrs. Kibboe & Lathrop. 


He feceived a fairly liberal education in 
tlie common schools of this city and at 
Illinois college. 
On leaving college he 
served under his father, Ebenezer T. Mill­ 
er, a short time as deputy postmaster, 
his fattier having been appointed by Gen. 
Zachary Taylor, president of the United 
States from the 4th of March, 1849, to 1 ^ , 
While at New Orleans, La., before and in 
the first two years of the civil war he was 
with the firm of Ward, Hunt & Co., one oi 
the largest cotton brokers in the south. 
During his residence and business en> 
gagement in New Orleans he was mar­ 
ried to Miss Ada F.Brogden in 1858. On 
returning to Jacksonville, sometime in 
1862, he was employed bjr the First Na­ 
tion bank, conducted by the Wilson broth 
era, Hiram and George, and the late Felix 
G. Farrell. While at Jacksonville, his old 
home, and being an expert accountant, 
having an aptitude for straightening out 
confused and tangled accounts, he was 
engaged - by Col. James Dunlap, brigade 
quartermaster under Gen. John* A. Mc- 
Clernand, and before the final adjustment 
of Colonel Dunlap’s complicated accounts 
with , the government a t> Washington he 
was compelled to visit that city in final 
settlement thereof. 


In the establishing and opening of the 
Jacksonville National bank on the north 
side of the s<)uare In 1870-1 Mr. Miller was 
made first cashier and continued to serve 
as such for four or five years most ac­ 
ceptably. After leaving the bank here he 
went to Chicago and was bookkeeper for 
the William Young Commission company 
until 1S80. From thence he went to Omaha, 
Neb., and was in business with Gov. J. E. 
noyd until 1S84. 
Shortly thereafter ha 
went to the Illinois penitentiary at Ches­ 
ter as manager for the Pettenglll Shoe 
company. 


On returning to Jacksonville, 
being 
skilled In accounts, he was employed as an 
expert accountant, thoroughly honest, ca­ 
pable and impartial, to go over the city’s 
books and accounts. 


As an expert bookkeeper, accountant 
and business man he bad few equals and 
none superior in the middle west or the 
great Mississippi valley. He was singu­ 
larly quahfled to protte Into and untangle 
complicated accounts and finances. In the 
respects aliovc mentioned and many oth­ 
ers which now cannot be named he was 
wonderfully pnoficient and skilled by na«- 
tare and practice. His last regular em­ 
ployment for about eighteen months was 
in this city ito tiookkeeper for the'Wiiliai^ 
U Alexander Mercantile company.
